San Francisco Merchant .• The present 
and future of California fruit-growers and 
canners is similar to that of our grape- 
growers aud wine-makers. Tho prices paid 
for the stock h&vo hitherto been high, and 
growers’ profits exorbitant, while canners 
and wine-makers have made little. Yet 
selling prices in both cases have been good; 
indeed, so good that, with costly transpor­ 
tation East, tho canned fruits and wines of 
California have been rather articles of lux­ 
ury than of ordinary consumption by the 
million. In a few yeArs there will be ten 
fruit trees bearing in California where now 
there is one, and we may expect to can or 
dry ten times the quantity we do now. To 
get this enormous qantity into consump­ 
tion it must be sold at prices that will put 
canned fruits within the reach of the great 
mass of families. 
Stockton Independent, referring to the ac­ 
tion of the State Board of Horticulture in 
electing a Fruit Pest Inspector, says : The 
result presented to the people is that §150 
per month is to bo paid to a self-confessed 
ignoramus who admits that he knows noth­ 
ing more about entomology than a jackass 
is supposed to know about moral philoso­ 
phy. Very important duties devolve upon 
the State Board of Hortioclturo, and to 
select a man to execute a trust which he is 
incapable of comprehending, might be par- 
douable if it were nothing worse than 
childish. The proceedings were disgrace­ 
ful. The true mission of the State Board 
.is surely higher than the select or» of a hor­ 
ticultural advisor who has no more knowl­ 
edge of the subject than a child. By its 
own action the Board has brought itself 
into contempt. 
The Kera county Californian, after men­ 
tioning that alfalfa hay does not have a 
good reputation in the market, argues that 
it is owing to the mistake of cutting before 
it is maiured. It is usual to cut it when 
in blossom, and it reaches that state about 
four times in the course of the season. Its 
nature as to nutritive properties is just the 
same as any other grass w liich no one would 
think of cutting before the seed ia wholly 
or at least partially formed. Any grass cut 
be furo that time would be almost worth­ 
less, but that alfalfa is as good as it is, cut 
when it is, well illustrates its valuable and 
nutritive properties. But when cut at tho 
right stage of growth as other grasses are, 
or the cereals, when cat for hay, it makes 
the best hay in the world, its strengthen­ 
ing and fattening properties being veiy re­ 
markable. 
Marysville Appeal: The new State Board 
of Horticulture met at Sacramento on 
Thursday and organized. W. M. Boggs, 
of Napa, was chosen President cf the Board 
and also Pe3t Inspector. Politics seem to 
have entered into this selection, a3 Mr. 
Boggs is not qualified for the position. His 
salary was fixed at §150 per month. The dis­ 
cussion over the election was excited aud 
bitter. Mr. Cooko deserved the offieo as tho 
best qualified horticulturist in the State, 
and it was expected he would bo elected. 
But Boggs, as Chairman of the Board, de­ 
clared himself elected, though he received 
the votes of only four of the nine members. 
The usefulness of the Commission will 
probably be seriously impaired by this ue- 
wiee selection of Pest Inspector. 
Los Angeles Times: We say, with the 
Ventura Free Press, as to high liquor li­ 
cense, “ put it high—very high—so high as 
to utterly extinguish thó deadfalls and 
cribs where the whisky is so mean that a 
drink of if would make a man strike his 
mother, cr steal his own blankets—the 
dens to which thieves resort to dispose of 
their plunder—the places ívfcich the Sher­ 
iff instinctively starts fur when he gets no­ 
tice of a. larceny or other crime, sure of 
finding bis man.” Tax these bolea cat of 
existence, then punish everybody for 
adulterating liquor, and along stride will 
hav't been taken in the direction oi true 
temperance reform. 
San Jose Mercury: Boggs is a Notary 
and has had nothing to do with horticult­ 
ure for ten years, but he proposes to hold 
on to the Inspectorship as long as that $150 
per month is attached to the office. At 
tho last S'.aio Hortiuul ural Convention 
held in this city, we thought we detected 
a disposition on the part of certain promi­ 
nent members to wrangle and to loso sight 
of the great interests intrusted to tr.em, 
for the sake of purs/nal altfrcation. We 
hope that the new Board will comprehend 
the fact that they have in their keeping, to 
a considerable cutent, Gue of the most im­ 
portant industries of the State. 
Calaveras Chronicle : It is an undisputed 
fact that the many well-sheltered little val­ 
leys in the foothills are among the most pro­ 
ductive lands in the State, and in the de­ 
velopment of the agricultural and horti­ 
cultural capabilities of the whole re­ 
gion lying immediately below the anowbelt 
of the Sierras, there is a prosperous future 
in store. Experiments have already suffi­ 
ciently demonstrated the fact of the posses­ 
sion of all the qualities requisite to reward 
the labors of the husbandman with success, 
ana it needs no far penetrating vision into 
the future to prophesy great prosperity fur 
the whole foothill belt.

Few men desire to have multi­ 
plied their chances of getting drank, and a 
less numbsr desire to drink poor liquors. 
High liceme prevents no one from drink­ 
ing, but it does, in a measure, protect all 
from being injured by poor liquors, because 
it shuts up the "dives” and “ dead falls.” 
Helena Herald: The well recognized 
principle of Taxing only luxuries and follies 
is not well adhered to in our present license 
law. The licenses imposed on batchers, 
bakers, hotel, boarding hoase and restau­ 
rant keepers, is a direct tax on living and 
tbe necessaries of lifo. The licenses thus 
paid are charged up with a liberal margin 
to all their patrons, and the tax thus falls 
upon every morsel of food that is eaten by 
every poor man. Tho matter of drink 
stands on a different footing, but no license 
shonld be allowed to increase the price of 
food.

Boggs that he has had no experience in 
horticulture for ten or twelve years, he is 
not a fit and proper person for Inspector of 
Fruit Bests, whether he be a Democrat or 
a Republicau.

FALSIFICATION AND ADULTERATION. 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


T E S CONSOLIDATION 
QUESTION. 


R ecent discussion by essayists and the 
prees upon the effects, necessities and ben- 
efitB of th e consolidation of railw ay lines 
w hich form links in chains of routes tra ­ 
versing several S tates and T erritories be­ 
tw een ocean term ini, again brings the sub­ 
jec t forw ard to public consideration in a 
purely economical phase. 
I t is now free 
from th e entanglem ents, partisanship and 
local political com plications em barrassing 
and environing it during the session of the 
late Legislature in this State. 
Then dis­ 
passionate consideration of th e m atter was 
no t perm itted. 
I t is now accepted gener­ 
ally by political economists th a t such con­ 
solidations are not only not antagonistic to 
pnblic interests, b u t on the contrary are 
prom otive of them , in th a t they m ake cer­ 
tain th e m ore econom ical adm inistration 
of th e transportation business, and because 
th e benefits resulting are m utual betw een 
th e pnblic and tho carriers. 
I t needs no 
elaboration of argum ent to m ake clear 
th a t a single corporate adm inistration, a 
single ontfit of com pany officials, etc., en­ 
able operations to be conducted a t least 
cost and w ith th e low est am ount of fric­ 
tion, as compared to several distinct or­ 
ganizations w ith all th eir several retinues 
and varied and d istinct equipm ents. 
I t will be rem em bered th a t th e chief aud 
only objection w orthy of note raised by 
th e legislative resolutions of protest against 
consolidation of companies on the Southern 
Pacific route betw een San Francisco and 
N ew Orleans, was based upon the expressed 
fear th a t such nnion under a permissive act 
of Congress would deprive th is State of the 
rig h t of control and regulation which it 
has asserted over roads held to be subject 
to her jurisdiction. 
T h at these fears were 
n ot well grounded, was proven by the 
readiness w ith w hich the “ bill to author­ 
ize the Southern Pacific R ailroad Company 
and other roads to nnite and consolidate bo 
as to form a continuous line of railroad be­ 
tw een th e tidal w aters of th e A tlantic and 
Pacific oceans,” was am ended in Congress 
so as to com pletely o v e rco iv all objection 
tak en by the alarm ists, and to elim inate 
by express provision all 
doubts 
upon 
th a t subject. 
I t is therefore now to be 
tak en for granted th a t such consolidation 
n n d er th is m odification will not hereafter 
be resisted, even by those who opposed it 
so recently. 
T he advantages of such nnion w ill accrue 
to C alifornia in a greater degree th an to the 
com panies interested. “ The history of rail 
road developm ent in this and o th er coun­ 
trie s,” said th e Congressional com m ittee 
to w hich th e subject was referred, “ reveals 
th e fact th a t th e union of Bmaller links 
in to great lines of railroad has been foend 
necessary for th eir efficient operation, and 
th a t such consolidation has resulted in 
cheapening and im proving th e carriage of 
persons and property, and m anifold bene­ 
fits to th e patrons of the roads.” 
T hat this 
conclusion is invincible, dispassionate ex­ 
am ination w ill conclusively show. 
The 
Pacific coast has the deepest interest in the 
g reatest possible success of th e roads to 
bring its products closer to th e w orld’s 
great 
m arkets a t th e m inim um of cost. 
T he desired nnion under one control is not 
in the line of a new and nntried policy. 
W h atev er will increase th e efficiency of 
transcontinental lines and th e economy of 
th e ir conduct, muBt be reflected in m ate­ 
rial benefits to all th e sections traversed, 
in facilitating th e rapid and economical 
tran sp o rtatio n of freight and parsengers 
and in inviting to th e perm anent settle- 
raent and cultivation of tho country. 
As 
th e production of th e coast enlarges, the 
desirability of 
having every 
economic 
m easure applied to secure th e best m ar­ 
k ets affording th e largest return's is in ­

D O M E ST IC N E W S. 


T he report of an A m erican Consul in 
France, charging upon 
exporters 
very 
m uch of falsification of French wines for 
shipm ent, appears to have created great 
excitem ent in th a t country. I t has brought 
out the tru th , and th a t is bad enough, for 
debate, inquiry and confession reveal the 
fact th at all th e Consul said w as w ithin 
the lim its of tru th . 
The falsifications have 
been of th e grossest character, and the im ­ 
positions of the exporters have am ounted 
to robbery. 
The B ordeaux exporters af­ 
fected great surprise a t th e revelations, 
and exerted them selves to give the lie to 
the reports, b ut th eir assum ed indignation 
resulted in Btill further exposure, and all 
th a t has been officially charged regarding 
falsification and adulteration of wines has 
been established by careful analyses. 
The 
effect was more far reaching, how ever, for 
now it appears th a t th e home consum ers of 
French wines have inquired 
concerning 
th eir beverage?, and have discovered th at 
deleterious substances are p u t into th eir 
wines to doctor them up to th e required 
standard. 
One correspondent goes so far 
a3 to say th a t since th e pest of th e phyl­ 
loxera became so general the adulteration 
of wine9 has been so open and undisguised 
as to be thought a m atter of course by 
comm ercial people. 
The G overnm ent some 
tim e ago established at th e P refecture of 
Police in Paris a laboratory for exam ina­ 
tion of wines, and th e results have been 
published w eekly, show ing th a t about one- 
half th e wine Paris consum es is falsified, 
and one-third so villainously doctored as 
to be exceedingly detrim ental to tho health 
of th e people. 
Chemical agencies are em ­ 
ployed, and liquida produced and sold for 
wines th a t do not contain a particle of the 
juice of th e grape. 
In the D epartm ent of 
th e Seine there are 13,000 wine m erchants. 
These held a mass m eeting about a fort­ 
night ago, and reproached th e authorities 
for the exposures m ade, claim ing th a t the 
laboratory should be placed in charge of 
th e P refecture of the Seine, 
w hen, 
of 
course, the revelations would be of a dif­ 
ferent character. 
T he m eeting w ent so 
far, having heard of Am erican political 
m ethods, as to w arn th e C ham ber of Dep. 
uties th a t the m em bers “ owe th eir politi­ 
cal positions to universal suffrage,” which 
13, of course, a broad h int to repeal the 
law requiring analyses of wine3 sold, or 
suffer political decapitation. 
T he m eeting 
did prove, however, th a t some of th e anal­ 
yses have been erroneous, and th a t there 
Í3 some pure w ine consum ed in Paris, bu t 
it could find no answ er to th e testim ony of 
A urelien Scholl, th e critic, who, according 
to a French correspondent of th e N ew 
Y ork Post, one day sent his cook to buy 
a bottle of Chablis Saperieur. 
W h at was 
his astonishm ent on exam ining th e wine 
under suspicions aroused, to find the chief 
ingredients to be sulphuric acid and w ater. 
If in France adulteration has gone so far, 
w hat m ay we not believe w ith regard to 
French wines 
in more enterprising and 
not m ore scrupulous A m erica ? 


PAINFUL

The San Francisco Examiner comm ended 
th e R epublican President for appointing 
D orm an B. E aton to th e Civil Service Com­ 
m ission, when it was laboring nnder the 
unpardonable m istake th a t M r.

D u b lin , A pril 12th.—The trial of Brady, 
charged with 
murdering 
Cavendish and 
Burke, was resumed this morning. 
Jam es 
Carey was again placed on the witness stand 
and examined by counsel for the defense, who 
elicited the information that when plotting 
the murder with the other accused m er, he 
was a member of a sodality which received 
the sacram ent at stated periods. 
Carey also 
stated he was promised a pardon before he de­ 
termined to Rive evidence against his fellow 
conspirators. 
A photograph 
was handed 
Carey which witness immediately identified 
as th at of the man known ss “ Number 
One.” 
Upon cross examination, witners said he 
was one of the prime movers in the murder 
of Burke, but was under compulsion during 
the time directly preceding tha event. Being 
closely interrogated by counsel on this point, 
Carc-y finally admitted that he was not under 
compulsión when he pointed out B arks to 
the assassins, and urged the murderers to re­ 
member th at the man clad in a gray suit was 
Burke. 
W itness said although he had for 
sixteen years been working for wages averag­ 
ing only £2 a week, he had in 1882 ninety 
tenants occupying his various houses. 
Counsel for the defense brought out, in 
sharp contrast to the points made by the 
Crown, th at Carey drove with his children to 
the door of ths church in FitzharrL ’ cab on 
the 6:h of May ; th at he was the first man to 
snggeat th at d.-ggera be used, and afterwards 
ruggeated th at the weapons with which the 
crime was committed should be put on exhi­ 
bí iou as national relics. 
The answer of witness to questions con­ 
cerning the promises of pardon were given 
with much hesitation. 
Finally he said he 
had been informed by Mallon, chief detective, 
that if his evidence should lie given freely to 
the State, and be confirmed by others, he and 
his brother would be pardoned. 
This statem ent caused a sensation. 
The attention of Carey being called to 
trifling details discovered lately regarding 
the movements of Fitzharris’ cab in the park 
on the day of the murder, and which had net 
been given by witness, Carey remarked, sig­ 
nificantly, that he bad ao far only answered 
qneaiions put to him by counsel, and be 
could, if an restricted, tell a great deal more. 
Ths croes-examination of Carey was very 
severe and searching, 
Counsel for the de­ 
fense, remarking on witneFg’ testimony, said 
Carey’s hands were steeped in blood. 
Carey—T hat is not true. 
Subs quently Carey said he was only tell­ 
ing half he knew, and was more friendly to 
couLsel for the defense than counsel himself 
was aware cf. 
H e told counsel to bear in 
mind th at he was not telling everything he 
knew against hi- client. 
Counsel vehemently proteste! th at it was 
his wish to have no friendly intercourse with 
witness, and no-favor from him. 
M chael K arn au g h , who drove the car on 
which the murd. rers rode, repeated his for­ 
mer evidence in substantially the same lan­ 
guage. 
H e made a m aterial amendment, 
however, .ayieg th at it was Smith, not De­ 
lane 
whom be drove to the scene of tho 
murder with Carey. 
H is previous statem ent 


w rsam iatik e . 
His testimony showed th at 
is was Brady who to li him where to drivP, 
end who designated the place fcr him to wait 
for the murderers. 
Joseph Smith, another of the accused who 
nrned informer, repeated the story of his 
doings iu Pboeaix Pork, as stated by Jam es 
Caiey at the prelim inary hearing. 
Sm ith 
said he was sworn in es an Invincible three 
weeks before the murders. 
The Invincible* 
had a secret sign by which they recognized 
each other, which was a holding of the knife 
in the palm of the hand. 
The physicians who examined the bodies 
of Cavendi-h and Burke then gave evidence 
relative to the nature of the wounds. 
Tho case for the prosecution closed a! 3 
o’clock. 
The case for the defense then 
opened. 
The photographs rscagnized by Ca­ 
rey as “ No. 1 ” were those of Tynan. 
Counsel for defense spoke au hour. 
H is 
argument was in support of au alibi for the 
prisoner Jam es M ullett. 
A nother of the prisoners haB made a state­ 
m ent to the Crown, on the strength of which 
it is aaid he will be accepted aa an approver. 
Counsel denounced Caiey’s villainy in hav­ 
ing betrayed those whom he had seduced into 
the commission of crime. 
The informers, hs 
said, contradicted each other on im poitant 
points. 
The rule was infamous th at an in­ 
former’s testimony, unaccompanied by any 
other evidence, Bhould be accepted. 
In ter­ 
ested evidence m ust be corroborated by di-.- 
ioterested testimony. 
In this case such evi­ 
dence was lacking. 
Annie Meagher deposed th at she wan with 
B rady at her uncle’s liouas on the 6:h of M ay 
at 5 P. M.,- and again from U:45 until 8 in the 
evening. 
The keeper of a pnblic house, named L it­ 
tle, dr posed thatBi-ady was in his house at 4 
p. m., and again at 8:45 in the evening on the 
6:h of M ay. 
A cross examination, however, elicited the 
fact th at L ittle’s house was tho regular ren­ 
dezvous of the Invincibles.

Court adjourned.

the U nited States as a tissue cf falsehoods. 
To show th at Gallagher was really the dis­ 
pensar cf the funds of the Society, Poland 
pointed out the fact th at he had in his pos­ 
session w hin arrested £115 ia English note», 
stamped by a New Y ork firm in the same 
way in which the notes taken from Norman 
were stamped. 
I t was clear, therefore, that 
he was cne of the principal conspirators, and 
not an innocent clerk, or even the dupe of a 
sharp rascal. 
Gallagher himself brought the 
sinews of war from ths U nited States. 
Gal­ 
lagher himself communicated w ith all the 
subordinate conspirators. 
Gallagher tele­ 
graphed W hitehead on the 29th of March, 
promising to see him soon. 
Curtin, cn ar­ 
riving in London, reported by letter to Gal­ 
lagher, not being advised of the latter’s ar­ 
rest. 
W hen the officers captured Curtin 
they found upon him a certain diary, in which 
he had recorded the places he had visited since 
his arrival in England. 
The list included 
Glasgow, 
Blackburn 
and 
Liverpool. 
I t 
would appear in evidence th at C urtin also 
was cne of the chief persons of the con­ 
spiracy. 
The papers in Gallagher’s luggage 
referred to Ansburgh, whom Gallagher visited. 
O’Connor went to the U nited States nine 
yeais ago, and his letters showed th at he had 
established relations with O’Donovan Roesa, 
McClure and Devoy. 
H e returned to this 
country a Bhort time since nnder the name of 
Dalton. 
Certain of his actions led to a sus 
picion th at he was not a person to be trnsted 
at large, and he was put under surveillance. 
On the 3d of A pril he was observed taking 
obearvations cf persons in Parliam ent. 
P o­ 
len ! intim ated th at he would ask th at tho 
prisoners be remanded ior a week, so th at he 
m ight become informed of the proceedings in 
other parts of the Kingdom where similar 
cases were being examined. 
H e also inti­ 
mated that the charges egainst these men 
would be changed from the comparatively 
simple one on which they are now erraigQed 
to the serious offense of conspiracy, and as it 
was decided by the band of men to effect tho 
objects of the conspiracy regardless of the loss 
of life which would result, it was a qnostion 
which only the m agistrate could decide, wheth­ 
er they were not indictable for conspiracy to 
murder. Furtherm ore, a t a future stage of 
this proceeding a charge would be lodged 
against them under the Treason Felony Act. 
Gould said he watched the case for Galla­ 
gher, whcss counsel would be engaged here­ 
after.

THE LATE CAPTAIN TOWLE. 


The death of James Towle, Captain of the 
Guard at the Folsom State PriaoD, was an­ 
nounced in the R ecobd-U nion yesterday, 
also that his remains had been taken to San 
Francisco for interment. At a meeting of 
the officers and guards of the prison, at which 
Warden McComb was Chairman and J. M. 
Miner Secretary, a preamble and resolutions 
were adopted as follows: 
Wijkreas, The hand of death has suddenly af­ 
flicted us by removing from our midst our late asso­ 
ciate, Captain James Towle, whose purity of life and 
integrity of purpose have commanded our deepest 
respect, therefore be it 
Resolved, That we offer this tribute to his mem­ 
ory as a testimonial of our sincere appreciation of 
the great value of his public services as a penal 
officer, and in all the other duties of his active and 
energetic life. And we recognize in the history of 
his sojourn among us the best record of his claim 
upon our respect and affection in consideration ef 
his invariable faithfulness to duty, love of justice 
and kindness of h eart; that we lament his sudden 
death as a personal calamity to each one of us, and 
as creating a void which cannot be filled. 
Resolved, That we desire to express to his friends 
and relatives our most earnest and heartfelt condol­ 
ence, and that the Secretary be directed to forward 
to them a copy of these resolutions. 
Warden McComb issued the following cir­ 
cular to the officers and guards, dated at the 
State Prison April 11th : 
“ I t is with profound sorrow that the War­ 
den announces the death of Captain James 
Towle, an upright man, a good citizen, a de­ 
voted officer. As a tribute of respect to the 
memory of the deceased, labor will be sus­ 
pended for the day, the flag will be displayed 
at half-mast, the quarters of the lamented 
dead will be draped in mourning until the 
body has been laid at rest, and the officers end 
guards will wear crape on the left arm for 
thirty days. 
James Curtin, John Moran and 
Thomas Curtin will accompany the remains 
to San Francisco and participate in the ob­ 
sequies.”

^ A M vstebiocs S u ic id e.—Last evening a 
few minutes before 5 o’clock, a stranger came 
to the Police Station and said that a man 
was lying out near the north ievee, between 
Ninth and Tenth streets, who was in a fit or 
h a i bsen poisoned. 
W ithout stopping to 
ask any questions, officer Coffey started with 
the man. Arriving at the place designated, 
a man was found as described. He was ly­ 
ing with one foot in the water, and on the 
top of the levee, keeping at a good distance, 
were about fifty meD, women and children. 
The officer obtained some assistance and car­ 
ried the man to the top of the levee. 
A boy 
was sent to the Kailroad Hospital for assist­ 
ance, and the officer started in search of a 
wagon. 
ThiB he did not fiad until he reached 
Fourth and K streets. The man was then 
brought to the Police Station and two physi­ 
cians summoned. Nothing could save him, 
hrwever, and at five minutes past 9 o’clock he 
died. 
He never spoke after the officer found 
him. Lying near him when found at the 
levee were two powders of morphine. An 
empty powder paper laid beside him, and 
three empty ones were found floating on the 
water. 
About 200 people raw him before 
and after ho died, but no one recognized him. 
All that was found on his person was twenty 
cents, a new small book slate, on which there 
had been some writing, but tbe only word de­ 
cipherable was the name “ .Tames,” two 
small pieoes of tobacco and a pipe. 
His ap­ 
pearance was that of an American, 25 or 30 
years of age ; about 5 feet 9 or 10 inches in 
bight; rather heavy se t; brown hair, and 
clean shaven. His clothing waa that of a 
working man, and hi*" hands showed that he 
had recently been engaged in hard labor. 
The remains were taken in charge by Coro­ 
ner Clark,_ and are now at his office awaiting 
identification. 


A s I mmense L evee.—Turton & Knox, 
contractors for the construction of Governor 
Stanford’s levee on Butte creek, near Chico, 
left for that place yesterday. \Vm. Elliott, 
of Gridley, is also one of the contractors. 
The whole work will be done by scrapers and 
horses, and only white men will be employed. 
I t will require over 200 head of horses to 
complete the work, which will begin at once. 
Teams and implements have already been 
shipped to the ground, bet it is expected that 
a greater portion of the work will be done by 
teams from that vicinity. The stuff to be 
handled will measure 300,000 or 400,000 cubic 
yards, and the total compensation may ap­ 
proximate $00,000. This will be the largest 
levee on the Pacific coast. The levee is to 
be 50 feet wide at the base and 10 feet wide 
at the top, and it is thought that it will re^ 
quire five months of constant work to com­ 
plete it. 
TUrton & Knox are experienced 
levee and railroad builders. They constructed 
the railroad through Woodland to Willows, 
and thence to Tehama. Wm, Elliott is also 
an experienced ievec-bnilder, and lias had 
many large contracts. 
He is an extensive 
farmer near Gridley. Mr. Elliott constructed 
the immense levees abont Marysville, and 
built tho large canal oa Stanford’s Vina 
ranch, where he still has mea at work.

Miller, of Oakland, who was ir jured about 
ten days ago by being thrown from his horse 
near Shingle Springs, was taken to his home 
in care of his son, Mr. Miller is interested 
in the Oro Fino mine, near Shingle Springs, 
and was np there looking after the mine. He 
had several ribs broken, and was otherwise 
injured, but is now on a rapid road to re­ 
covery.

THE 
WIND, BAIN, RIVEB AND 
CROPS. 


Tbe wind blew again yesterday and carried 
with it large volumes of dust. Sergeant Bar- 
wick, who has been in the country recently, 
made the following report last n ig h t: The 
gust of wind yesterday afternoon reached a 
maximum velocity of twenty-five miles per 
hour, biowiBg variably from the southwest, 
and was accompanied by a slight fail of soft 
hail and rain, which amonnted to .02 of an 
inch, according to the pluviametrical record, 
which makes .33 of an inch for the month, 
7.37 inches for the year and 14 92 inches for 


23 29inches; 1831 2, 15 67 inches. The pres­ 
ent seasc-n is a little more than the season cf 
1880, which was a season of abundant crops 
and good cheer ail over the State ; and from 
the present outlook there is every evidence of 
good crcp?, and thereby prosperity fcr the 
season of 1883. 
For certainly anyone who 
has been ia the country would never imagine 
th itth sre had been a dry spell of thirty-nine 
days, f"-om the present appearanea of the 
growing grain. 
Tha average rainfall for the 
past six see.' ons, up to and including the 12th 
day of April of each seaton, is 10.17 inche?, and 
as compared with the present season, shows 
that the fall is 3 25 inches behind the aver- 
aga for the past six years. The average pre­ 
cipitation for the past thirty-three seasons, 
up to and including the 31st day of March 
of each season, is 17.09 inches. 
The rainf ill 
for tbe present reason, up to and including 
the 31st day cf March, is 14.59 inches, show­ 
ing the present reason to be only two and a 
half inches below the average precipitation 
for the past thirty-three seasons. 
Captain Foster hia just returned from a 
trip to the San Joaquin valley. 
Ho states 
that the cr. ps in the neighborhood ef llantas 
and for seventeen miles south of that place on 
the west side cf the Sau Joaquin, will be an 
almost total failure. He says it is noticeable 
that the summer fallow is an entire failure, 
while some of the winter-sowed grain will 
yield a partial crop. Summer-fallow is always 
considered to produce a better crop than win­ 
ter sowing ; but the failure there is attributed 
to the fact that the first rain that fell after 
sowing was not sufficient, and the cold fro3ty 
weather that followed ruined the seed. 
In w hat is known as the Stockton district, 
he says there was never a better proepeet for 
a fine crop, while ia the region of Modesto 
there will be a fair crop if thera.are sufficient 
spring rains. The old grain crop from the 
San Joaquin ia being all moved, and now there 
is but about 8,000 tons in the river ware­ 
houses, and that mostly at Hill’s Ferry. 
Reports received from the upper Sacra­ 
mento are all favorable. A gentleman who 
is engaged in the milling business in Willows 
was in the city this week, and says that in 
Colusa county the prospects are that there 
will be a crop equal to the average for the 
past four years. The grain along the river is 
being moved, and now there is less than 7,000 
tons in the warehouses. 
The Sacramento river for nearly a week has 
been above 19 feel, and last evening marked 
19 feet 7 inches. A large stream has been 
running through the levee-break above Wash­ 
ington, but the effect on the bulwark erected 
to keep the water from the town cannot be 
known until the river falls.

to 
go, ami made so much disturbance that 
they had to be removed from the car. They 
were taken to a hotel, and yesterday the father 
decided to take the two daughters to the 
Stockton asylum, end the five left oc the 
Stockton train. Tha family have lived in 
utter seclusion while ia Wheatland, and at 
one time haused quite a sensation, because 
the busy-bodies of the town could net find out 
their business.
